Pursuant  to  the  autiuority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  "by  the  fourth  proviso 
rf   9  3OI.71,  Chapter  III,  Title  7»  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 
[Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  71  °n  account  of  the  Dutch  elm  disease], 
S  301.71-^  is  hereby  modified,  effective  Nov  mber  10,  19^1 »  by 
providing  that  elm  plants  originating  in  nonregulated  area  and 
received  within  the  regulated  area  during  the  period  from  Novem- 
ber 1  to  March  31 »  inclusive,  of  any  12~month  period  ;v  y  be  re- 
shipped  interstate  to  nonregulated  area  during  the  period  speci- 
fied above  when  such  plants  have  been  handled  under  conditions 
of  sanitation  and  segregation  as  prescribed  by  the  inspector  to 
prevent  attach  or  infestation  by  insect  vectors  of  the  Dutch  elm 
disease  or  accidental  or  natural  infection  by  the  fungus  causing 
the  disease.  Such  shipments  of  elm  plar.tr;      bear  an  identify- 
ing tag  issued  by  the  Bur  au  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine 
showing  compliance  with  the so  conditions.
